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FURIOUS: Residents

FURIOUS residents and busi¬ 
ness owners have slammed 
plans to build a waste transfer 
station on a site less than 250 
metres away from a housing 
estate and primary school. 

Essex County Council is due to 
submit a planning application for the 
waste plant on the Templefields indus¬ 
trial estate in Harlow later this month. 

If approved, 57,000 tonnes of 
household and garden waste from 
Harlow and Epping will be transferred 
at the site each year, requiring up to 
100 extra collection vehicles to pass 
through the town a week. 

But opponents have described the 
proposal as “poorly researched” and 
say the waste facility would be disas¬ 
trous for the area. 

“We feel quite insulted by the way 
it has been handled,” said Cherie 
Padley, of Tany’s Dell. “We only 
received letters from Essex County 
Council days before the official public 
consultation and when we got there it 
was clear they hadn’t done their 
research. 

“They didn’t even know that the 
Tany’s Dell Primary School is less 
than 200 metres from the proposed 
site!” 

She added: “There are so many rea¬ 
sons why we are against these propos¬ 
als. If the waste transfer station goes

ahead it will cause property values to 
drop, create dust and air pollution, 
increase noise, encourage vermin and 
only add to Harlow’s already severe 
congestion problems. 

“They assured us that any smell 
from the waste will be contained, 
which is plainly rubbish. The waste 
could have already been sitting around 
for two weeks before it is collected 
and then could stay at the site for up to 
three days.” 

David Glashan, who owns a ware¬ 
house on the Templefields site, said he 
feared the move would cripple his 
business. 

“Business has been strong up until 
now and we have plans for expan¬ 
sion,” he told the Star. “However, 
those plans are based on the acquisi¬ 
tions of loans which are assessed 
against the asset value of my company 
property. 

“This is bound to be severely 
affected if this waste transfer site gets 
the go-ahead. I am very, very worried 
about it.” 

Mr Glashan added: “I currently 
have 18 employees at my warehouse 
and usually employ up to 40 extra

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Councillors agree 
to cut allowances

HARLOW councillors have agreed to 
cut the amount they can claim in 
allowances by up to £200 a year as 
part of the authority’s attempts to cut 
costs. 

The annual basic payment of £4,370 for 
all 33 ward councillors will be reduced by 
£100 with immediate effect. 

Senior members of the council - includ¬ 
ing leader Andrew Johnson, new chairman 
Mike Garnett and opposition leader Mark 
Wilkinson - will also have their special 
responsibility allowances slashed by up to 
£270. 

The reductions, announced at Thursday’s 
annual council meeting, come as the author¬ 
ity moves to a new leader and cabinet-style 
set-up. 

Mr Johnson said it was important for 
councillors to “take the lead” in helping to 
reduce public spending. 

“Earlier this year we asked our staff to 
take a pay reduction to help save jobs and 
services, so it’s only right that councillors do 
they same with their allowances,” he said. 

“The actual cut in all allowances more 
than mirrors the 1.33 per cent pay reduction 
staff are taking and I think it’s important that 
councillors take the lead in helping to 
reduce public spending during these tough 
times.” 

He added: “The public expects value for 
money and we need to ensure every penny 
counts so we can protect vital front line 
services.” 

However, at the same meeting it was also 
announced the six newly-appointed cabinet 
portfolio holders would receive a special 
responsibility allowance of £3,000 - an 
increase of £335 on the amount given to 
chairmen of policy working groups under 
the former executive committee system. 


According to the council, the increase 
reflects the “increased day-to-day responsi¬ 
bility and key decisions portfolio holders 
will take”. 

But Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson 
described the hike as “unjustifiable”. 

“For Andrew Johnson to sit there and 
claim to be taking the lead by cutting coun¬ 
cillors’ allowances while at the same time 


effectively giving a pay rise to six of his sen¬ 
ior group members is misleading to say the 
least,” he told the Star. 

“Harlow residents never wanted to switch 
to a leader and cabinet system in the first 
place and now even more of their taxes are 
going into the pockets of a chosen few coun¬ 
cillors rather than being spent on retaining 
services.” 



at civic centre 

Campaign co-ordinator Colleen Morrison 
said the group had been encouraged by 
the response they received from 
councillors. 

"The consortium proposing to build this 
estate claim that there is full consensus 
among our councillors on the need for 
this development, yet it's clear that this 
is not the case. 

"Local politicians promised us localism, 
people power and protection of our green 
spaces during their election campaigns. 
"We now expect them to honour their 
promises. Our councillors must listen to 
the people of Harlow and Old Harlow, not 
the fat cat developers."

OAPs upset over 
bus route change 


WORRIED pensioners fear a bus 
operator’s plans to re-route a popular 
service linking the town centre with 
Old Harlow will leave them stranded. 

Arriva is set to redirect its number 8 serv¬ 
ice along First Avenue from June 13, mean¬ 
ing residents living in Maddox Road, Long 
Ley, Howard Way, Momples Road and 
Minchen Way will be left without a direct 
service to and from the town centre. 

The firm said the decision was taken 
because of low passenger numbers, but eld¬ 
erly and disabled residents who rely on the 
service to get to the shops have told the Star 
they will now struggle to get out and about. 

Long Ley resident Patricia White (74), 
who struggles to walk for any more than a 
short distance after having hip and knee 
replacement operations, said: “There’s lots 
of us living in the area who rely on the num-

ber 8 to get into the town. How are we sup¬ 
posed to get to and from the shops now? 

“It’s a very popular route, especially with 
the elderly and disabled, so I simply cannot 
understand how Arriva can justify cutting 
their regular passengers off like this, espe¬ 
cially with no prior warning.” 

She added: “One of the main reasons why 

I moved to my current home is because 
there’s a bus stop right outside my front 
door. 

“Now I’m either going have to struggle 
all the way up to First Avenue to catch it or 
go round the houses on various different 
buses just to get into town.” 

Brian Goddard (74), of Vicarage Wood, 
added: “There’s going to be a lot of people 


left stranded if Arriva goes ahead with its 
plans to re-route the number 8. 

“I can only imagine the money men have 
decided they’re not making enough from the 
route because most of the regular passengers 
are of an age where they have free bus pass¬ 
es. 

“Without regular buses, a lot of elderly 
and disabled people wouldn’t leave the 
house at all. We’re seeing more and more of 
the town’s routes being altered or cut com¬ 
pletely and it’s very worrying.” 

Arriva is also planning to make signifi¬ 
cant alterations to the routes and timetables 
of at least seven other Network Harlow serv¬ 
ices later this month, as well as scrapping 
the 333 linking Harlow and Thorley Park. 

The Star contacted the bus operator for a 
response but had not received a reply before 
going to press.

Giant pothole left me 
with £850 repair bill 


A FURIOUS pensioner has accused a 
county council of negligence after it 
refused to pay compensation when her 
car’s expensive alloy wheels were shat¬ 
tered by a giant pothole. 

Beryl Nichol (69), of Felmongers, Harlow, 
was driving with her daughter in Thorley Road, 
Bishop’s Stortford, to visit her family back in 
January when the car hit the huge crater. 

It caused extensive damage to a front and 
back tyre and two alloys of the Mercedes 
AvantGarde Hatchback, splitting one in half 
and leaving Mrs Nichol with an £850 repair 
bill. 

Despite calling Hertfordshire County 
Council the next day to report the incident, she 
is yet to receive any compensation for the dam¬ 
age that was caused. 

“I am lost for words that almost four months 
on I am still yet to have this sorted,” she told 
the Star. “Without a doubt I feel the county 
council is negligent and that it is unfair that I 
should foot the bill. 

“I never expected them to respond like they 
did; I am a 69-year-old widower and think it is 
just disgusting for them to treat me this way.” 

According to Mrs Nichol the county council 
filled in the pothole two days after she com¬ 
plained - and now the authority denies it ever

existed. 

“Fortunately I went straight down the next 
day and took pictures of the pothole so I have 
evidence that it did exist,” she said. 

“I think it is absolutely terrible, though. 
They got back to me and said they inspected 
the road and that there was no pothole, but of 
course there was because I went down it. They 
are basically calling me a liar.” 

She added: “I would like HCC to acknowl¬ 
edge that they are at fault here and hopefully 
pay some compensation. If it had just been a 
few hundred pounds then I wouldn’t have 
minded so much, but £850 is a lot of money.” 

The county council refused to comment 
specifically on Ms Nichol’s case, but a spokes¬ 
woman told the Star the authority’s highways 
department had been “working hard” to make 
road repairs across the county. 

“In response to the damage caused by the 
winter weather, general wear and tear and the 
increasing number of heavy goods vehicles, 
the county council undertakes a recovery pro¬ 
gramme of repair works with the aim of 
improving our roads as quickly as possible,” 
she added.

THE former leader of Essex 
County Council is facing a prison 
sentence after being found guilty 
of expenses fraud. 

Lord Hanningfield (70) could join 
four ex-MPs and former Conservative 
peer Lord Taylor who have already been 
jailed for dishonestly obtaining thou¬ 
sands of pounds by making false claims 
for allowances. 

A jury of nine women and three men 
at Chelmsford Crown Court took just 
four hours to find Lord Hannigfield - 
who was charged under his real name of 
Paul White - guilty of six counts of false 
accounting following an eight-day trial. 

He is due to be sentenced in two 
weeks’ time. 

The court heard the peer fraudulently 
claimed Parliamentary expenses 
totalling £13,379 for overnight stays in 
London between March 2006 and May 
2009 when he was not even in the capi¬ 
tal. 

This included one occasion in 
February 2008 when he was actually on 
board a flight to India. 

He also unlawfully claimed £382 in 
train fares and £147 in mileage by dou-

bling the seven-mile distance from his 
house to the train station. 

The former pig farmer, who lives in 
West Hanningfield near Chelmsford, 
had told the court 80 per cent of mem¬ 
bers of the House of Lors were claiming 
the maximum allowance. 

He said he treated the expenses for 
staying overnight in London as an 
allowance for living outside the capital 
and spent just “a minute a month” com¬ 
pleting his claim forms. 

“You could sleep on a park bench and 
claim the money,” he told the court. 

He said he had felt entitled to claim 
the allowance as he had needed to return 
to his home to look after his Burmese 
mountain dog Jefferson 

He also alleged that most other peers 
treated the House of Lords as a “club”, 
turning up there for only 10 minutes to 
claim their daily allow-ance. 

The disgraced peer, who served as a 
frontbench spokesman on education 
until the Tory whip was withdrawn fol¬ 
lowing the allegations, insisted his par¬ 


liamentary duties left him thousands of 
pounds out of pocket and said he aver¬ 
aged out his claims to recoup some of 
the money he spent. 

When asked during cross examina¬ 
tion if he had made claims for journeys 
and accommodation in London because 
he felt the system was unfair, Lord 
Hanningfield answered: “I did it 
because all the other peers were doing it. 
I do know other peers who made similar 
claims but I will not name them.” 

At one stage he produced a biscuit tin 
which he claimed was full of receipts for 
meals and other expenses, mostly dating 
to 2003-4, which he could have claimed 
for but had not. 

“If you keep in mind that I have had a 
40-year career, it adds up to tens of 
thousands of pounds,” he told the court. 
% A POLICE investigation into allega¬ 
tions of fraudulent expenses claims at 
Essex County Council is under way this 
week. 

Although the Kent and Essex Serious 
Crime Directorate declined to name any 
individual in connection with the probe, 
the action follows the conviction of Lord 
Hanningfield,

Check for the 
warning signs 
of skin cancer 


D o you regularly examine 
yourself for signs of skin 
cancer or really know 
the dangers of sunburn or 
excessive tanning? 

Sun Awareness Week is the British 
Association of Dermatologists’ 
annual campaign to raise awareness 
of skin cancer. 

The campaign combines prevention 
and detection advice by encouraging 
people to check their skin and 
discouraging the use of sunbeds in 
light of the associated risks of skin 
cancer. 

Research shows that skin cancer 
detection is often delayed because 
people fail to check their skin 
regularly, they don’t know 
what to check for and they 
are reluctant to seek 
medical advice. 

Early detection is vital, as 
is the importance of 
checking moles using the 
‘ABCD E-asy’ rules. 

There are three types of 
skin cancer and all look 
different. The ‘ABCD- 
Eas’y rules show a few of 
the changes that might 
indicate a melanoma, 
which is the severest 
form of skin cancer. 

As skin cancers vary you 
should tell your doctor 
about any changes to 
your skin, even if they 
are not similar to those 
mentioned here. 

Remember, if in doubt 
check it out.

Why it is important 
to talk about dying 


WHILST 68 per cent of people 
say they are comfortable with 
talking about death, fewer than a 
third have discussed their wishes 
around dying. 

The Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust supported Dying 
Matters Week in a bid to change 
attitudes and behaviours towards 
death, dying and bereavement. 

As a society only 35 per cent of 
people have discussed their 
wishes with family, friends or 
carers. If people do not talk 
openly, their wishes may not be 
met at the end of their life. 

A lack of conversation is perhaps 
the most important reason why 
people’s wishes go ignored or 
unfulfilled. It has been said that 
what is feared most about dying 
is the associated loss of control. 
By empowering patients to 
express their wishes, that control 



can be restored. 

Doctors and nurses at PAH are 
encouraging family and friends 
to discuss simple matters so the 
final wishes of the patient can be 
granted at the end of their life.

Did you know? 

Cystic fibrosis 

C YSTIC fibrosis is a common 
inherited disease. It affects more 
than 8,500 children and young adults 
in the UK, where five babies are born 
with the condition every week. 

Cystic fibrosis affects the internal 
organs, especially the lungs and 
digestive system. It causes them to 
become clogged with thick, sticky 
mucus. 

It is caused by a faulty gene that 
controls the movement of salt and 
water in and out of cells in the body. 
When cystic fibrosis occurs, too much 
salt and not enough water pass into 
the cells and turn the body's 
secretions, which normally act as a 
lubricant, into a thick mucus. 

This mucus clogs up many of the 
body's tubes, ducts and passageways 
so they cannot work properly. In the 
lungs, this leads to freguent and severe 
infections. 

The faulty gene that causes cystic 
fibrosis is recessive. This means that 
you need two faulty genes (one from 
each parent) to inherit the disease. 
Around 1-in-25 people in the UK are 
carriers of the cystic fibrosis gene. 
Carriers do not have the disease but 
their children may inherit it. 

Cystic fibrosis causes recurrent chest 
infections, poor growth and related 
health problems such as diabetes and 
infertility. 

There is no cure for cystic fibrosis but 
many treatments and therapies can 
make it easier to live with. 

It is difficult to predict life expectancy 
for people with cystic fibrosis as the 
condition affects everyone differently. 
According to statistics, around half of 
all people with cystic fibrosis can 
expect to live beyond the age of 38.

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New chapter 
in history of 
Terlings Park

T HE story of Terlings 

Park could soon have to 
be updated after the 
current owners applied for 
planning permission for the 
residential redevelopment of 
the sprawling site in Gilston. 
But as East Herts Council considers 
the plans ahead of making a 
decision later this month, Nostalgia 
thought it was the ideal time to look 
back at the fascinating history of 
the area. 

Today the site houses a research 
and development centre which was 
once used by pharmaceutical 
Merck, Sharp & Dohme. But 
according to A History of Terlings 
Park by Alistair Robinson, the area 
was once a rural retreat for wealthy 
families. 

“Terlings Park has a long history,” 
wrote Robinson. “It has continually 
changed with times with its various 
owners changing its function.” 


Believed to date back to the 14th 
century as part of Pishiobury 
Manor, Terlings is thought to have 
taken its name from its first owners. 
Documents show that the Terling 
family lived in the area at the time. 
However, the site’s first recorded 
owners were the Howe family in 
1547, who came to own 150 acres 
and were considered relatively 
wealthy. 

“Owners often came from the 
professional classes, though were 
not part of high society,” wrote 
Robinson. “Terlings was never 
considered grand; it was always in 
the shadow of nearby New Place 
Manor at Gilston Park.” 

After the Howes moved on, rapid 
social change brought a succession 
of owners to the area including, in 
the 17th century, the Turvins - a 
remarkably successful family whose 
fortune was made in the 
haberdashery trade. 

They were followed by opera diva 
Madame Curator and her investor 
husband in 1842 and then, in the 


late 19th century, Bank of England 
governor Reginald Johnston, whose 
family had made their wealth 
trading coffee in Brazil. 

Each owner’s different backgrounds 
reflected new sources of innovation 
and wealth for Terlings, yet despite 
its location on the border of two of 
England’s best farming counties - 
Hertfordshire and Essex - farming 
was never a sole function for the 
site and agriculture quickly gave 
way to residential use for people 
wanting to escape the city. 

However it wasn’t until 1948 when, 
as Robinson notes, “the 
maintenance of country homes and 
estates by well-endowed families 
was becoming increasingly 
tenuous”, that the first institutional 
owners of Terlings Park - the 
Harlow Development Corporation - 
came on the scene. 

Purchasing the area for the post-war 
new town development, the 
ownership allowed the transition for 
the site to become as it is today, one 
occupied by commercial 
institutions. 



A COUPLE of weeks ago we 
published this aerial 
photograph taken in 1953 by Ted 
Blackwell during his national 
service as a gunner in the RAF. 
The picture was sent in by Ted’s

Emma Hills, of Churchfield, 
added that the school being built 


is The Spinney, and Eric 
Randall, of Momples Road, 
believes that the dark area on 
the opposite side of the road is 
where Felmongers would be 
built. 

The only disparity came from 
Christine Golding, of Tye Green, 
who noted that the Queen's 
Coronation - which Simon had 
suggested as the anniversary 
which could have been the 
motive for the recce flight logged 
on June 10 - was actually June 
2. She suggests that maybe the 
flight was for the Trooping the 
Colour to mark the Queen's 
birthday instead. 

Simon, who lives in Sussex, 
expressed his gratitude to 
everyone who responded, 
adding: “It’s a lovely piece and 
helps to keep my Dad’s memory 
alive.”

CHEATING husbands, burning cars and boozed- 
up batsmen. It’s just not cricket, is it? 

But as a gentle satire of suburban middle class 
mores, Richard Harris’s classic comedy Outside 
Edge is up there with some of Ayckbourn’s best¬ 
loved work.

VERY good things come to those 
who wait.

Fast forward to 1962 and Erik is 
hunting down the commandant to 
exact revenge for his parents. It

Gonzalez). 

Standing in his way are Charles, 
Raven and five gifted mutants - 
Angel (Zoe Kravitz), Banshee (Caleb 
Landry Jones), Beast (Nicholas 
Hoult), Darwin (Edi Gathegi) and 
Havok (Lucas Till). 

At first Charles and Erik work 
together to defeat Sebastian, their 
common enemy. However, a grave 
rift opens between the mutant 
leaders, lighting the fuse on the 
brutal and bloody war between the 
X-Men and Magneto’s brotherhood. 
X-Men: First Class is a terrific 
reinvention, adhering closely to the 
comics to appease fans while 
entertaining cinema audiences with 
a tight script, snappy editing and 
directorial brio. 

McAvoy and Fassbender are assured 
actors capable of heartbreaking 


emotion, and there are plenty of 
tears here as nuclear war looms. 

The only quibble is Fassbender’s 
wavering accent, which jigs from 
Europe to County Kerry and 
resonates so strongly of the Emerald 
Isle by the closing frames that you 
have to question if the Polish 
prologue was fantasy. 

Supporting performances, 
particularly Lawrence and Hoult, are 
compelling and Bacon is a suitably 
boo-some pantomime villain. 

A hilarious cameo by an X-Men 
favourite results in the film’s only 
swear word and there are some 
tongue-in-cheek references to the 
future, like when Charles quips: 

“The next thing you know I’ll be 
going bald!” 

We await his shiny bonce with 
feverish anticipation in the inevitable 
sequel.

WANDERING around the 
Chelsea Flower Show last week, 

I was struck by the amount of 
show gardens that were linked to 
the home - and more specifically 
the kitchen.

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Saab gives a 4X for crossover

S PARE a moment’s 

thought for Saab. It’s a 
car company that enjoys 
almost universal respect: 
when was the last time you 
heard someone have a go at a 
Saab product or a Saab driver? 
It’s combination of Swedish 
origins, a reluctance to follow the 
crowd and products that don’t 
slavishly follow the fickle finger 
of fashion hold a certain appeal. 
Not that Saab is a company that 
will ignore its customers, 
however. The recently updated 9-5 
received some detailed tweaks in 
response to customer feedback, 
and now there’s a whole new car 
that arguably meets a need - 
Saab is going soft-roading with 
the 9-4X. 

The ‘X’ suffix indicates four- 
wheel drive and off-road 
capability, and however modest it 
is, most owners will rarely 
trouble more than a raised kerb. 
That makes it more of a 
crossover, a tag that Saab is 
happy for the 9-4X to wear and in 
doing so it takes on a host of 
premium rivals. 

Unlike some of those rivals, the 
9-4X successfully transplants the 
family DNA onto the SUV 
template. It shares many of its 
styling cues with the 9-5 saloon, 
including the ice-block 
headlights, three-piece grille and 
full-width rear reflector.

It also has the ‘floating roof’ 
design, created by having a wide 
rear pillar and blacked-out front 
pillars. For a class of car that is 
often regarded as a little unsubtle 
or ostentatious, the 9-4X manages 
to look suitably tough without 
inviting invective from other 
road users. 

A modest climb into the cabin 
reveals a layout that again 
follows a sound mix of 
practicality and style. Anyone 
familiar with the inside of a 9-5 
will be at home here, as the 9-4X 
carries over much of the 
dashboard’s design and function. 
That’s no bad thing, however, as 
Saabs have always had a firm eye 
on the need for good ergonomics 
and a few miles behind the wheel 
confirms that everything is as it 
should be. 

Space is certainly not in short 
supply either. Those up front 


enjoy the traditional high-riding 
SUV seating position, but even in 
the back the view out is very 
good. Heads and legs will be able 
to stretch out, and because the 9- 
4X is a five-seater only, luggage 
space is not a problem. 

The boot is one of many places 
that show the clever and 
practical design, as it uses a 
clever under-floor storage 
compartment to stow the metal 
boot divider - another smart 
feature. There are stacks of 
cubby holes, double door bins, a 
huge glovebox and a cup holder 
with two levels to suit different 
sizes of cup - this is clearly a 
cabin that benefits from plenty of 
forethought. 

In terms of its mechanical make¬ 
up, the 9-4X shows its focus on 
the American market. Saab’s 
XWD system is fitted as standard, 
putting drive to all four wheels, 


while under the bonnet there is 
the 2.8-litre twin turbocharged V6 
already seen in the 9-5 mated to a 
six-speed automatic gearbox. 

With just the one engine option at 
present, diesel fans will have to 
look elsewhere, although there 
are a number of diesel 
powerplants in other Saabs that 
would do just fine. 

In the meantime, however, the V6 
turbo gives the kind of 
performance expected of a 
300bhp powerplant. With the 
Drive Sense system set in Eco 
mode, the 9-4X maximises 
economy by reducing the 
sharpness of the throttle 
response and makes the gearbox 
shift into high gears early. 

That works fine at lower speeds, 
but on the open road Comfort or 
Sport modes demonstrate the full 
performance. It may not be the 
absolute fastest of the compact 


SUVs, but it’s hard to imagine 
needing something quicker. 
There’s a good balance between 
comfort and handling in terms of 
the suspension, too, again helped 
by the Drive Sense system which 
electronically adjusts damper 
setting to the driver’s needs. The 
20-inch wheels certainly 
contribute to a ride that is a 
fraction firmer than most, but 
few buyers would find fault with 
comfort levels. On the flip side, 
the 9-4X is happy to be hustled 
through a series of bends, giving 
little indication of its size and 
weight. 

The 9-4X has few downsides: 
inevitably, the petrol engine is 
relatively thirsty compared to 
diesel rivals, but to a degree this 
is offset by the very generous 
standard specification. 

Just one model in the range 
comes complete with satellite 
navigation, Bose audio system 
with 10GB hard drive and DAB 
radio, electric front seats with 
heating and cooling, keyless 
entry and a rear-view camera all 
as standard. 

With prices likely to put it 
between premium rivals and 
more mainstream offerings, the 
Saab 9-4X will meet the needs of 
many while also appealing to 
those with a streak of 
individuality. 

The introduction of a powerful 
diesel option would offer a real 
threat to the best in the class.

Club's £50,000 equipment and makeover boost

PINNACLE have added 
the finishes touches to a 
£50,000 investment pro¬ 
gramme which has 
transformed the Manor 
of Groves Golf Club in 
High Wych. 

The golf ball manufactur¬ 
ers look after the excellent 
facilities at the High Wych 
Road venue - and the club’s 
head PGA professional Ben 
Goodey boldly claims they 
have made the East Herts 
hub the ‘best golf course 
locally’. 

Much of the money 
(£35,000) has been spent on 
new equipment for head green- 
keeper Damien Bowe, but there 
have also been major improve¬ 
ments to some of the holes. 

Bowe’s new equipment will 
enable him to keep the greens 
and fairways in even better con¬ 
dition. 

The biggest change on the 
course has seen the introduction 
of a ditch at the fourth hole. 

This has dramatically 
improved the drainage for this 
hole, plus the fifth and the 
sixth. “They have also put in a 
big pond so all the water drains 
into that [ditch],” explained 
Goodey. 

Pinnacle have spent in the 
region of £50,000 in the two 
years since they took over 
maintenance of the High Wych 
course. 

Goodey said: “The grass is 
lush. You are not hitting off bald 


patches. The course is on par 
with some of the best in the 
country. We are one of the best 
courses around now. 

“I don’t see better than this, 
definitely not locally. It’s a priv¬ 
ilege to play out there.” 

This year’s changes include: 
• 3rd medal and 5th ladies tees 


made bigger and laid with fresh 
turf 

• 4th medal/men’s and 14th 
ladies’ tees stripped, relevelled 
and freshly turfed 

• 5th approach relandscaped 
for smoother approach to green 

• 13 th and 14th bunker banks 
rebuilt and freshly turfed 


• all bunkered edged and sand 
levels raised where required 

• trees removed on 4th and 6th 
tees for easier tee shots 

• long rough cut back 

• hedges cut on 3rd, 15th, 16th 
and 14th 

• scrub clearance on various 
areas round course 

• new tee markers 

Other plans include resurfac¬ 
ing paths across the course, 
widening the 11th tee bridge, 
building new steps for the 
fourth tee, seeding all old win¬ 
ter tee mat areas and work on 
improving fairways. 

Bowe said: “I would like to 
thank my team for their excel¬ 
lent hard work especially during 
the snow when they worked 
hard on the course to get tree 
and hedge work done, while 
most greenkeepers at other 
courses would have gone home. 

“We look forward to the sum¬ 
mer when with a bit of sun we 
can all enjoy the end products 
of the course improvements 
done over the past few months.” 

Pinnacle have extended their 
contract to maintain the course 
by a further two years. 

The Chelmsford-based com¬ 
pany agreed a new deal with 
Manor of Groves owner 
Stephen Hung earlier this year. 

And the investment is paying 
off as the club has seen more 
member renewals this year than 
in many previous years, while 
holidaymakers are taking 
advantage of the weekend 
breaks and staying at the on-site 
hotel for two- or three-day golf 
breaks. 

Clients from Scandinavia, 
particularly Iceland and 
Sweden, plus also Germany are 
staying at the resort in huge 
numbers, said Goodey.
